1. Claims 1-33 are restricted under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

(A) Claims 17-25 & 42-56, drawn to a method for manufacturing a semiconductor 
protection element [class 438, subclass 163]; 

(B) Claims 1-16 & 26-41, drawn to a protection element [class 257, subclass 393]. 

2. Inventions A and B are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used 
to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). 

In this case: (Group B compared to Group A) the protection element can be formed not 
only by the claimed method, but also by numerous other semiconductor process/methods.
